An adult white Pelican paid a visit to the St. Joseph 


waterfront this week. I spotted the big bird, the first I 
liad ever seen, late in the afternoon, in flight over Silver 
Beach. It lighted on the river near the Coast Guard 
station, where it remained for a few minutes before fly- 
ing out to Lake Michigan on the south side of the 
river. Here the bird remained, resting on the lake, 
until the next day.

the largest of birds. Its wing 
span of up to nine feet arid over 
is exceeded by birds of North 
America only by thai of the
